Guilty by their Own Witmesses— 
All the Genmtiemen Samed ia 
Amew’ UtAst Admitted te 
Mave Meld Cridit Me- 
Mitier steck. 


From the Mew York Sac.| 
Wasatnoton, December 19.—The Credit 
Mobilier Committee had before them to-day 
Henry B. MeComb and John B. Alley. The 
former was placed on the stand at the re- 
quest of Alley, who wished to have certain 
uestions puttohim. The-e questions were 
“igned to force McComb to contradict him- 
self in regard to the Durant fight, in which 
he opposed the Ames party. Alley and 
Ames claim that it was revenge McOomb 
wasaftcr on this old score; that it was the 
same wid Uurant fight; thst having been 
whi in every other way, McComb, insti- 
ga’ Durant, raked up this oid “e 
about shares subscrived for Fant, and 
tried to black-mail a tecagn one | by threaten- 
ing an exposure which would injure Con- 


giesemen. 

McOomb adhered to the same statements 
which be made before the examiner appointed 
by the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania in re- 
gard to the Darant fight, which the Sun had 
alreacy published. in brief, this was to the 
effect that all the cry against Durant was 


with applying the money of the corporation 
to his own benefit. McComb said he was 
appointed oa a committee to examine into 
these charges against Darant, and that ex- 
amination proved that the stories Alley and 
his party had told were false. He wanted 
to 80 report, bat the mijority of the com- 
mittee were determined to report that they 
Were true, regardicss of the facts. 

He bai no especia) interest ia Durant, but 
he was opposed to this kind of work, and re- 
wted the trath as he found it. This was 
is offence against Alley, Ames, et al, and 
since that they determined to cheat him. 
They could not do itin any other way than 
by defrauding him of the 250 shares and 
their increase witich he had subscribed for 
Fant. They tried to do it by giving Ames a 
contract worth nearly $50,000,000, but he 
(Durant) and others got trustees appointed, 
who prevented the contempieted swindle. 
The effortof Alley to break down McComb 
was, therefore, a complete failure. McVomb 
even succeeded in bringing out some strong 
points which he had neglected in his pre- 
vious examination. 

Alley was then reexamined. He had also 
& written statement, which he read. In the 
matin it ced with Ames’ statement. He 
admitted that the gentleman named in the list 
furnished by McOomb were stockholders. 
tHe asserted, however, that it had been prom- 
ised to them by Ames when it was only 
worth per share; that when Ames had 
received a contract amounting t> $47,000,000 
in building the Union Pacific Railroad, and 
had nearly completed ft, he requested to be 
furnished 250 shares of stock to distribute 
amoug these Congressmen, and it was fur- 
nished tohim; that McComb then paid for 
his stock himself, and hell it in trust for 
these men. 

He was rigidly cross-examined by Julge 
Black, and first admitted that the stock at the 
time it was delivered to Ames for the Con- 
greasmen was worth at least $160 per share. 
tie was then shown Ames’ letter to McComb, 
written about this time, and said he had no 
doutt that it was written by Ames. Healso 
admitted that Ames knew the market value 
of ‘he stock at that time, and finally, upon 
being hard preased, said that it was worth 
fully $450 per shure at that time. He, how- 
ever, persisted that it was only worth $95 per 
share when Amcs promised it to them. 
Judge Black wanted to know why they 
were made to pay $100 ashare. This was a 
conundrum Alley failed to solve. Judge 
Black also asked what proof Alley had that 
Ames had promised it to Congressmen when 
it was worth only $95 per share. Alley re- 
plied, “Ames’ word,” whereupon Judge Black 
remarked that that was poor proof. 

Alley further testified that in May, 1867, 
when the Aines party gained the ascendancy 
in the Credit Mobilier, they found that Da- 
rant bad 65) shares standing in his name on 
the bovks o° the company. They required 
him either to pay for it himself or make 
those fo: whomf{he held ito so. He intima- 
ted also that these shares had been distributed 
among Congrcssmen. 

The committee adjourned until the 7th of 
January, when the examination of Alley will 
be continued. There ia no longer any ques- 
tion as to members of Congress holding this 
stock, but it now becomes an important 
query whether they will be allowed to get off 
on the ground thatit was a busimess transac- 
tion, with no wrong intention on their part. 
Of course this is no good ground at all. 
And, moreover, they are all convicted of 
having deliberately lied during the campaign, 
when they denied that they had ever held 
any siock. If they de set up this plea, how 
will it be decided that they had no wronz in 
tent? Clearly not by their simple assertion, 
for have been proved unworthy of be- 
lief. The rcord of their votes and
